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For our March meeting, we attended a UFO Symposium in 
Bradford. The particulars of this follow. 

The minutes of April’s meeting follow, as recorded by Stefan 
Szpular. 

The guest speaker for the May meeting was Anna Mitchell 
Hedges, with her Crystal Skull. 

She showed us slides, explaining how, in 1920, in Lub aatun, 
an ancient Mayan village in Belize, she found the Skull. I have 
attached newspaper articles pertaining to the Skull, which goes 
into more detail. 

Anna gave us a very descriptive storey surrounding the 
discovery: 

-father was looking for Atlantis, believed it was in British 
Honduros. 

-took 6 weeks to get to destination, through jungle. 

-trees poisionous, Lubaantun had to be burned - was there 1920-1927. 
-took 4 years to clear the site. 

-Lady Richiband, helping, had cancer, given '2 months to live, lived 
to 1948, with help of Manyan herbal medicine. 

-found many bveautiful jade artifacts, placed them in British Museum. 
-Mayans say they are descendants of Atlantians. 

-found sacrifice stones throughout jungle. 

-erected tent on crocodile nest, found out when mother crocodile 
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came back to nest, rather frightening, to say the least. 

-four other skulls found in South America, skulls similar. 

-Mayans said took 150 years to make the skull, was worked on for 
four generations. 

-made from local crystal mine. 

-skull was given to Frederck Albert Mitchell Hedges on leaving 
Lubaantun in 1927. 

-1948-1951 Anna was in South Africa and lived with the Zulus. 

-Anna lived in castle for 4 years, had 36 rooms, had 7 tunnels in 
which king of gypsies brought his loot. 

-they found 3 Henry Morgan’s chests with gold coins, this financed 
their archeological expeditions, for quite some time. 

-Anna held record for largest shark ever caught, 1,250 pounds. 

-Anna was born in 1907, she is 87 years old. 

-skull is going to be kept in the family, her family is in New Jersey, 
Canada and France. 

-the skull will be moved around where needed. 

-after war went into antique silver business. 

-museums want to purchase skull. 

-her father wrote several books which are now out of print, but 
are still available in Salsbury,England - Land of Wonder and Fear, 
White Tiger, are a couple of the books. 

-father died in Devonshire, England, in 1959. 

Anna Mitchell Hedges has lived the most fascinating and adventurous 
life. Our lives appear dull compared to what she has been through 
and has experienced.

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THE CASE OF 

THE CRYSTAL SKULL 

A god of the Mayas — or a skeleton in the closet?

O n that New Year’s Day, 1924, 

I the sunshine poured like the- 
'atrical lighting through a tear 
in the jungle foliage, il¬ 
luminating the stage on which Anna 
Mitchell-Hedges was unwittingly acting 
out the events that would complicate her 
life forever. 

The young girl from the Ontario town 
of Port Colbome was standing in the 
glare of the tropical sun over British 
Honduras when something dazzling 
caught her eye, something half-hidden 
under the green cobweb of vines that 
gripped the ruins of the lost Mayan city 
of Lubaantun. 

Anna tore the glittering object from 
the ground with her bare hands and 
gazed, awestruck, at the transparent 
skull she held. The Indians around her 
fell back in reverence. 

’’They recognized the Skull at once as 
the long-lost god of their ancestors,” she 
explains now, in the rounded, precise, 
mid-Atlantic tones she’s acquired in the 
55 years since then. ’’They were en¬ 
thused but terrified, because they knew 
its power over life and death.” 

Unknown hands had whittled it down 
to 11 pounds, 7 ounces, to form an 
anatomically correct human skull — 
3,600 years ago, according to Indian 
legend. But to skeptics, Anna’s find — 
known ever since as the Skull of Doom 
— was nothing more than a chunk of 
rock crystal, a substance almost as 
difficult to carve as diamond. Some 
cynically suggested that the hands of her 
adoptive father — a British gentleman- 
adventurer and amateur archeologist, 
Frederick Mitchell-Hedges — had con¬ 
veniently planted the Skull for Anna to 
find. It was, after all, her 17th birthday. 

Today the alien god has temporarily 
settled for middle-class exile in a row 
house on the outskirts of Kitchener, 
Ontario. It’s the kind of tract, instantly 
distinguishable from Mayan civilization, 
where the streets fold upon themselves 
like intestines and the way to tell one 
house from the next is by the color of 
the front door. Those who pass (by 
appointment only) through the red door 
that leads to the Skull’s living room 
shrine are attracted by the stories of 
its power. Anna Mitchell-Hedges — 
’’please caik me Sammy; father always 
did** ^ was a skeptic herself in 1924, but 
isn die has since discovered that at least 


some of the magical powers the Indians 
claimed for it go quite beyond the force 
any normal skull ever had. 

Sammy became the Skull’s keeper 
until, not without argument, her father 
took it away when they left British 
Honduras in 1927. In Paris during the 
’30s, some of Sammy’s smart friends 
who dabbled in psychic phenomena told 
her they found the Skull ’’disturbing.” 
The Skull was by now outfitted in its 
own travelling case of blue velvet and 
went everywhere with father and 
daughter. But Sammy was still far from 
being convinced the Skull had any occult 
power except for primitive minds. 

Her doubts were swept away forever 
one day in 1942 • Sammy was now 
living in England — when Adrian Conan 
Doyle (youngest son of Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, creator of Sherlock 
Holmes) came to visit. ”He was unset¬ 
tled from the first. He felt the presence 
of something strange, almost ominous. 
And he didn’t know I had the Skull at 
the time. 

”We soon found it was the Skull that 
made him go twitchy. It got so he could 
tell me which room of the house it was in 
— and then he’d never go in that room. I 
tried to trick him but he always knew it 
was there, even when I claimed it was in 
the next room.” 

Sammy was wary now, watching for 
the next display of the Skull’s power. She 
hadn’t long to wait. During the tatter 
stages of the war, the Mitchell-Hedges 
entertained Allied soldiers — Generals 
Omar Bradley and Eisenhower among 
them — at Burgate Manor, their country 
home in Hampshire. 

“^At the very first party our neighbors’ 
butler served. He claimed he felt some¬ 
thing chill and forbidding about the 
house. He came back a second time and 
a third, but then wouldn’t return, saying 
there was something evil there. So we 
did without him and forgot the incident. 

”A while later, I was moving to 
another house and carrying the Skull in 
its case down a long, long corridor to the 
car. 1 was halfway along when the phone 
rang. I had to put down the Skull to 
answer. It was an angry, male voice — 
our neighbor. ’Sammy, are you touching 
that darn Skull of yours?’ he demanded. 
’Something has knocked my butler right 
off his feet. He’s lying on the floor, quite 
rigid and unable to talk.’ 


”I couldn’t believe it. That neighbor 
lived 20 miles away! The butler certainly 
believed it was the Skull. He quit their 
service because, he said, their friends 
were evil.” 

Seventy-tliree in three days’ time, 
Sammy is now the very model of white- 
haired, tea-in-the-aftemooo gentility, a 
woman who has counted the Duchess of 
Windsor among her friends. ’’I’ve sim¬ 
ply come to believe,” she says, ’’that the

Skull returns good to you if you mean 
good, and evil if you’ve evil intent. I 
know many people who’ve visited agree 
with me — as I think Peter O’Toole 
did.” O’Toole, actor and amateur 
archeologist, visited the red-door shrine 
twice. “I left him upstairs to meditate 
with the Skull for several hours. I’ve 
done that for a good number of people. 

“Why shouldn’t I share something so 
beautiful? There are only two other 
crystal skulls in the world, and they're 
locked up in museums. The one in the 
British Museum isn’t too bad, though it 
can’t talk like mine. See, the lower jaw is 
a separate piece ~ I found it three 
months after I found the Skull itself. The 
Mayan priests would attach threads that 
let them work the jaw; inside the dark¬ 
ened temple, it looked as if the Skull 
was telling the people what to do. 

’’There’s another skull, much smaller, 
in Paris, in — is it the Museum of Man, 
Cynthia?” she calls to her companion of 
25 years. ’’Yes,” says Cynthia Cowles, 
who acts as majordomo, bouncer and 
memory aide. 

’’That skull in Paris is very primitive 
in comparison with this,” Sammy says, 
walking to the table where the Skull rests 
on its altar-throne of blue velvet. She 
picks it up gently, much the way a 
mother might take her infant from its 
crib for visitors to admire. The Skull is 
certainly a member of the household ~ 


and a valued one, too. ’’I recently turned 
down $400,000 from an American col¬ 
lector,” says Sammy, ^Idaiert that some¬ 
one would think h^ loyalty was for sale. 

She gazes into the Skull’s dear depths, 
like a mother who can always find 
something new in her progeny. ’’There 
are seven faces inside the Skull — see 
the beautiful woman’s head along this 
edge? And that lion’s head over there? 
There was a cofTin inside it, in the 
middle of the skull, for the longest time. 
One of the neighbors could see the lid 
open and close, open and close. It did 
that for weeks and weeks ... until they 
got poor Louis Mountbatten. Then it 
disappeared.” 

The Skull doesn’t merely reflect the 
grand events of the world. Like a retired 
artist it keeps from going stale in the 
suburbs by performing the occasional 
small wonder: the allergy cure that 
Sammy says one Kitchener neighbor 
received this fall by resting his head 
upon the Skull, or the use of an arm 
— previously arthritic to the point of 
paralysis ~ that was restored to another 
Kitchener resident in 1973. 

The Skull’s 32 even teeth are set in a 
smirk that looks anything but powerful. 
Perhaps it’s just bemused at being an 
AWOL national treasure: the British 
Board of Trade declared it such after 
Sammy took it out of England under 
licence in 1974. Somehow she has not 
yet gotten around to returning it. It is her 
private possession, she points out ~ 
though even that is being contested by 
the government of Belize (the modem 
name for British Honduras), which is 
most anxious to have the Skull back. 
The Belizians point out that it’s moot 
whether Mitchell-Hedges was given the 
Skull in 1927 as a parting gift by the 
Mayan chiefs, as he claimed, or if he 
simply took it. The law prohibiting the 
export of artifacts had been passed three 
years earlier, in 1924. 

But soon the Skull will be returning to 
England. **I don’t want to spend another 
winter in Canada,” says Sammy, shiver¬ 
ing at the thought. She has lived here for 
the last 13 years, but now plans to 
abandon North American life for a 
Devonshire home for herself and Cyn¬ 
thia and a nice private museum for the 
Skull. ’’Not the British Museum,” she 
says archly. ’’Not after the way they 
treated my father.” ^ 
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Mitchell-Hedges and Alexander ponder the Skull: no more than 
200 years old, the psychic said later, "but I didn't want to say so" 


Indeed. Archeologists and art experts 
on both sides of the Atlantic tend to 
agree that Frederick Mitchell-Hedges's 
career is the stuff of newspaper head¬ 
lines rather than academe. Dr. David 
Pendergast, Mayan expert at the Royal 
Ontario Museum in Toronto, considers 
him. an adventurous amateur at best: 
**He had no scientific training — none.'' 
Frank Dorland, a California bio- 
crystaliographer who studied the Skull 
over a period of six years, says that 
one German academic told him icily: 
"You are taking seriously the man who 
was the British Baron Munchausen" 
(the classic German spinner of tall 
tales whose best adventures took 
place in his imagination). 

More than a few experts, in fact, 
su gg est that the Skull is simply a skel¬ 
eton in Mitchell-Hedges's closet. The 
notion upsets Dorland, who says "the 
Skull is genuine, even if most of the 
stories ground it aren't." 

Robert Sonin, a reseaich associate at 
the New York University Institute of 
Fine Arts Conservation Centre, cheer¬ 
fully takes a sledgehammer to what 
oihera have called "the world's most 
beautiful jewel." "It's no good at all," 
Sonin snorts. "I think it's a fraud. 
Around the ISSBs there was a great 
vogue for things Aztec — especially 
things connected with blood sacri/ke, as 
skulls would be. Artisans in Taxco, 
Mexico filled the European demand for 
reproductions, just as othera fill it today 
for King Tutankhamen items." 

The Skull's supportera are infuriated 
and amused by turns, though they do 
admit there's no way of establishing the 
Skull's age scientifically. In 1970 Frank 
Dorland took the Skull to the electronics 
laboratories of the giant Hewlett-Pack¬ 
ard company in Mountain View, Califor¬ 
nia, where they specialize in grinding 
precision crystal oscillators from chunks 
of electronic quartz crystal. "They 
couldn't date the Skull but tests proved 
the cranium and jaw came f rom the same 
piece of crystal And even under the 
highest magnification there was no evi¬ 
dence at all of modem tool marks — or 
any tool marks at all." 

Dorland argues, "by the process of 
elimination," that the Skull is approxi¬ 
mately 12,000 years old. Others, like 
Don Potter, a Toronto business en¬ 
trepreneur and longtime investigator of 
the unexplained, have their own theo¬ 
ries. "The Skull was made with total 
disregard for the natural axis of the 
crystal," says Potter, "which means that 
even with modem tools it would have 
split during carving. The only alternative 
explanation is that it was made — and 
left behind — by a civilization superior 
to oura." 

Potter — who gives the Skull partial 
aedit for his being cured of a serious 
illness — points the finger at the legend¬ 
ary civilization of Atlantis which, he 


suggests, made the skulls as forms of 
walkie-talkies or radios. "What was the 
first modern radio — the ‘cat's whisker' 
— if not a chunk of crystal?" Erich von 
Daniken, the German who drove his 
Chariots of the Gods? up the bestseller 
lists while he ground archeology into a 
comic-book subject, agrees, though he 
repeats his tiresome notion that, like 
everything else unexplained, the Skull 
was left behind by visitors from outer 
space. 

"I agree with a lot of what von 
Daniken says, but not this, no," says 
Sammy softly, emphatically. She's aware 
of the effect such theories have on the 
Skull's — and her father's — reputation. 
The Skull's worst enemies are boosters 
whose enthusiasm threatens to turn it 
into the sort of psychic freak show 
populated by pyramid power, the Ber¬ 
muda Triangle and close encounters of 
the most ludicrous kind. 

But since archeology can neither dis¬ 
credit Mitchell-Hedges's account of the 
Skull (in his autobiography. Danger My 
Aiiy), nor dislodge his critics, and since 
even six yeara of research can't give the 
Skull a scientific birthdate, Sammy pon- 
dera an alternative road to the truth — 
and hits sudden inspiration. The details 
take time, but one afternoon in late fall, 
when the bell beside the red door finally 
rings, Sammy flies down the stairs to 
greet her savior, her ace in the hole. 

"Simon Alexander!" she cries, hug¬ 
ging the nonplussed young man at the 
door. By the bold stripes that adorn his 
clothing, Alexander might be a sales¬ 
man; by his glib patter, a game-show 
host. In fact, he's a well-known English 
clairvoyant who flies in regularly to do 
private readings across Canada. His pub¬ 
lic reputation rests on the accuracy of his 
predictions that the U.S. Democratic 


Party would nominate Carter for presi¬ 
dent; that Britain's Margaret Thatcher 
would form a majority Conservative 
government; and that Joe Clark would 
limp into office with a minority. He also 
predicted a funeral in the royal family — 
it would be the first since Queen Mary's 
in 1953 — half a year before Lord 
Mountbatten's assassination. Sammy 
was so impressed by his readings that she 
knew immediately he was the man to 
decipher the Skull. Alexander, sensing a 
challenge, agreed to give the god a free 
reading. 

"Oh dear," Alexander grimaces, 
walking into the house. "I hope this 
doesn't alarm you ladies, but I don't see 
the Skull being with you much longer — 
even a year from now.” Alexander 
bumps against something heavy and 
looks down: a policeman's truncheon, a 
foot of heavy oak, turned and finished 
with a leather thong, dangles from the 
hall banister. "Well, I guess nobody's 
going to nick it," he grins. 

(Not without one large fight, anyway. 
Part of the Skull's mythology includes an 
incident — confirmed by Sammy — that 
took place in Spanish Honduras in 1930. 
Sammy, travelling with another woman, 
was accosted by three outlaws, who did 
not have archeology on their minds. 
Sammy calmly drew her .45 calibre pistol 
and, with three bullets, shot all three 
dead. "We had to jump a train to the 
coast and then a boat out of the coun¬ 
try," she admits with relish, "but I 
loved it.") 

In the living room, much as Alex¬ 
ander ignores the Skull, he can't escape 
it. "I’m being drawn to it," he com¬ 
plains. "It's forcing me." And though 
there are at times eight people and two 
dogs in the room, Alexander begins to 
receive images from the Skull. 


He describes the pictures to Sammy, 
who interprets them. "Three rocks are 
being moved by Indians," he intones. 
"There were three rocks around the 
Skull,” she interprets. Alexander: "I see 
something curved, like an axe or pipe, in 
the ground underneath one of them." 
Sammy helps him along: "It’s a curved 
neck piece, worn by the priests." "And 
the ground is soft and damp." "No," 
she says. "No?" "No,” she repeats. 
Alexander stirs: "Wait ... that’s not it. 
I'm seeing the Skull covered in this wet, 

soggy stuff_" Sammy’s eyes open 

wide: "That’s right! That’s how the 
Mayas carved crystal, with the grinding 
sand worked into an herb poultice." 

It's like a tennis match now; one's 
eyes move from Alexander to Sammy, 
back to Alexander. "Did anyone have 
trouble with their leg?" Alexander asks. 
This time, both Sammy and Cynthia 
start. "Why, my father did; he had four 
bullets in it. It was later amputated." 
Alexander describes a pastoral scene in a 
small, hillside village where the Skull is 
being worked by a chief or priest. Sammy 
takes over: "The Skull was made by five 
generations of one f amily of high priests. 
They were the only ones allowed to 
touch it." Now Alexander is getting 
feverish, ranging in on the moment of 
discovery in 1924: "They're yelling 
something... one word. A short word — 
not in English — over and over again." 
Sammy beams: "Doom. The name of 
the Skull. The name of the beloved high 
priest in whose image the Skull was 
made." 

Now Alexander puts himself in the 
Skull's place to "see" through its hollow 
eye sockets. "I'm seeing a woman — a 
young girl, really — something about her 
needing a baby, to prove herself. She's 
wearing a long dress ... maybe she's 
royal?" Sammy is silent, pondering, 
fitting the image, like clothes, to a 
ghostly set of memories. "Nooo," she 
exhales in disbelief. "It can't 
be ... maybe it is that girl! The Mayas 
gave my father a girl, maybe 12 or 13, to 
be his wife. Cynthia — where's the 
book?" 

Frederick Mitchell-Hedges's autobi¬ 
ography is quickly referred to. There, in 
one of the plates, is the half-naked young 
bride-to-be. Alexander lets out a sigh of 
relief and retires from the field, looking 
utterly drained. "It's not a fake," he 
sums up. "I mean, it was made in 
Central America, somewhere up in the 
hills, but I'm stuck at 1924. I can't read 
how old it is." 

A day later — privately — Alexander 
recants. "I just didn't get back any more 
than 180 to 200 years," he sighs, as if 
disappointed in his own vision. "But I 
didn't want to say so in front of all those 
people, in front of Sammy.” He needn’t 
worry: his disbelief won’t affect her. 
After all, Alexander was only called to 
the Skull. Sammy was chosen. ■ 
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Donors raise 
questions 
about future 
of crystai skuli

A Kitchener woman says she’s getting enquiries from 
people across Ontario about the fate of the crystal Skull 
of Doom that was once kept in a private Kitchener home. 

“They also want to know why the skull left Canada 
when they donated money for a foundation to keep it 
here,” Hermina van Herpt of Glen Avon Crescent said in 
an interview. 

Van Herpt said the 
phone calls have been 
coming “on a regular 
basis” since the skull, 
said to be an ancient 
Mayan artifact, and its 
owner, Anna Mitchell- 
Hedges, moved to the 
United States. 

One of the calls was 
h-om a Niagara Falls, 

Ont., woman who said 
she had donated $500 
towards a foundation, 
said Van Herpt, who 
purchased her home 
from Mitchell-Hedges. 

Over the dozen or so 
years the skull was kept in Kitchener, Mitchell-Hedges 
collected donations at her home and at lectures she 
gave. The puri^se was to set up a foundation so the skull 
would remain in Canada, said Van Herpt. who lived with 
Mitchell-Hedges for seven months in Kitchener and as¬ 
sisted her with lectures. 

She said Mitchell-Hedges also raised money from the 
sale of pictures and videotapes of the skull. Pictures sold 
for up to $18 and videotapes for $75. 

But to date, no foundation has been set up and the 
skull was taken to Valparaiso, Ind. last February, Van 
Herpt said. She said she believes the skull should be put 
on public display and not be used as a “money-making 
object.” 

Van Herpt said she visited the 85-year-old Mitchell- 
Hedges at her home in Valparaiso in the summer of 1991 
and attended a meeting there with lawyers to draw up 
legal documents for a foundation. But it was never estab¬ 
lished. 

“Anna told me later there was no money” to operates 
foundation, she said. 

Mitchell-Hedges said in a telephone interview from 
Valparaiso, however, that a foundation will be set up 
soon to protect and care for the skull after her death. But 
she said she “couldn’t divulge any information” until the 
foundation is established. 

A number of Mayans from Belize and Mexico have 
come to see the skull and they told her it could be more 
than 100,000 years old, she said. However, other authori¬ 
ties have discredited the age and source of the skull. 

Believed to be one of only four in the world, the skull is 
life-size, has conical eyes and a detachable jaw bone 
with 32 teeth. 

Mayans told her they believed the quartz crystal skull 
was endowed with supernatural powers for healing, 
Mitchell-Hedges said. 

In a 1980 interview she claimed the skull was discov¬ 
ered by her and her adoptive father, Frederick MitcheU* 
Hedges, an English archeologist, explorer and author, on 
Jan. 1, 1924, while they were excavating at Lubaantun, 
an ancient Mayan village in the former British Hondu¬ 
ras, now Belize. 

It was given to them by Mayans as a parting gift in 
appreciation for the medical supplies and doctors her 
father brought to the village, Mitchell-Hedges said. 
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conceals its secrets

Like a woman, the crystal Skull of 
Doom Is reluctant to reveal Its age — 
or anything else about Its mysterious 
past 

Neither scientists and archeologists, 
nor psychic researchers have been 
able to pinpoint the year of Its cre¬ 
ation. 

When British psychic Simon Alex¬ 
ander said In a Canadian Weekend 
article last month that he could not 
“read” the skull's history any further 
back than 200 years, members of the 
Waterloo-Wellington Society for Psy¬ 
chical Research decided to give it a 
try this week. Especially since the 
skull is located in Kitchener, 
enthroned on a royal blue velvet on a 
table in the small living room of Anna 
Mitchell-Hedges. 

Miss Mitchell-lledgcs found the 
skull on her birthday, Jan. I, 1924. 
while helping her adoptive father, 
Frederick Mitchell-Hedges, an En¬ 
glish archeologist, explorer and au¬ 
thor, excavate Lubaantun, an ancient 
Mayan village In the former British 
Honduras. 

Several members of the society 
have been practising psychometry — 
attempting to receive impressions 
from an object — for the past three 
years, and they decided to do readings 
on the skull, which Mayan Indians told 
Miss Mitchell-Hedges was god of their 
ancestors. The Mayans believed it was 
endowed with supernatural powers. 

To prevent the power of suggestion 
from influencing them, memters of 
the psychometry group did .•teparate 
readings and wrote down their im- 
pressiona independently. 

When they compared notes later, 
they found .several impressions were 
common. They all had the feeling it 
was used in some way to heal people in 
ceremonies performed by priests and 
priestesses, some of whom were light- 
skinned. 

Two of the four, Trevor Bissel and 
Dr. Ken Keeling, "saw” crude surgi¬ 
cal in.stnimcnts nearby and Keeling 
saw figurines in the form of birds and 
.snakes. He also "saw” reddish clay in 
the area. 

These images were later confirmed 
by Miss Mitchell-Hedges. who said 
they did find pottery made from the 
reddish clay and beads carved in the 
form of human heads, birds and 
snakes with the skull. 

Keeling also said he felt the skull 
had been taken away and hidden for 
some time to protect It from attacks 
on the village and Bis.sel “saw” the 
skull sitting high above an altar in a , 
building with an open shaft in the 
ceiling, but- there is little evidence 
about the building when it was found. 

Anna Spee felt the skull was not 6nly 
able to heal, but also able to “change 
people’s thoughts.” and she “saw” 
high terraces rising to a precipice.” 
Miss Mitchell-Hedges confirmed there 
were stone terraces and a 10,000 seat 
amphitheatre among the ruins. 

Other members of the group only 
received physical sensationa from the 
skull. They felt warmth generated 
from around the detachable jawbone 
while the top of the skull felt cool. 

The skull, with its finely polished 
tran.sparent surface, is a work of art. 

It is a faithful reproduction of a human 
skull, even to the tiny bumps found on 
human craniums. Tbe hollow eye 
sockets are conical and have an 
almost hypnotic attraction for the 
viewer. 

The detachable Jaw oontaiits 32 teef^ 
and can be opened. 

What .scientists have discovered is 
that the skull was made from a single 
hunk of rock crystal without the use of 
tools. It is one of four in the world, but 
the only one that is life-size. The other 
three are in a private collection in 
Italy, the Paris Louvre and the British 
Museum. 

Frank Dorland, a California bio- 
crystallographer, who studied the 
ll>/^-pound skull for six years, took it 
to a company specializing in grinding 
precision crystal oscillators. But even • 
under the highest magnification no 
evidence of any tool marks was found. 
The company also could not date it. 

Mitchell-Hedges, in his book. 
Danger My Ally, wrote that Mayan 
legends say the skull is 3,600 years old 
and was made by five generations of 
one family of high priests over a 
period of ISO years. It was sculpted by 
constant rubbing with a sand and herb 
poultice “all the days of their lives.”

quarantine in England. She had sent 
the dogs over ahead of time becau.se 
she and her companion-secretary, 
Cynthia Cowles, are planning to move 
back to England as soon as she sells 
her townhouse at 18 Glen Avon Cres. 

She called on its evil power to bring 
about death (according to Mayan 
legend) only once. Miss Mitchell- 
Hedges said. 

“He was an evil man,” .she said. He 
had been in charge of raising funds 
through the sale of pictures and 
postcards of the skull at the San 
Francisco World’s Fair for a church 
which planned to buy the Russian 
Black Virgin of Kazan icon from her. 
He collected more than $200,000 but 
kept the money for himself, she said. 

Whether it was the skull’s power or 
coincidence, the man died about three 
months later. 

But whether the Skull of Doom has 
supernatural powers or not. It has 
attracted international attention. Ce¬ 
lebrities such as actors Peter O’Toole 
(who searched for it for 12 years 
before locating it in Kitchener) and 
William Shatner of Star Trek fame 
have beaten a path to her door. 

The skull has appeared on television 
and in a movie entitled Mysteries of 
the Gods. And more than 100 Twin 
Cities residents have filed through her 
living room to glimpse the skull after 
reading about it in The Canadian 
Weekend magazine. It is also the 
subject of a book. Gifts of The Crystal 
Skull; The Dorland Discoveries by 
Alice Bryant, which should be on the 
market this spring. 


Although both the governments of 
Britain and Belize (the modem name 
for Honduras) are .seeking the skull. 
Miss Mitchell-Hedges has no intention 
of parting with it. 

Although her father never explained 
in his book how he obtained possession 
of the valuable artifact, she said he 
was given the skull as a parting gift by 
the Mayans in appreciation of the aid 
he gave them. 

“He provided them with medicines, 
and supplies and brought in doctors, 
and they looked up to him as a white 
god.” 

Miss Mitchell-Hedges dismissed 
Simon Alexander’s prediction that she 
would not have the skull much longer; . 
that it would be removed from her 
possession within a year. 

“1 won’t part with it until I die,” 
.said the 73-year-old, Port Colbome- 
bom woman who was adopted by 
Mitchell-Hedges when she was a 
10-year-old orphan. 

“Then It will go to a nice, private 
museum In England.” 

In addition to calming her when she 
feels nervous or upset, she feels It 
warns her about evil people or people 
she should avoid contact with. Also on 
a couple of occasions, she said, it 
warned of an impending tragedy — 
the deaths of President John Kennedy 
and Lord Louis Mountbatten. 

It does this by sweating or by the 
image of coffins within the skull. 

She says Its most recent warning of 
bad news occurred within the past 
couple of weeks, before one of her two 
beloved pekinese dogs died while in 
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Skeptics try 
to explain the 
‘unexplained’ 

SEATTLE (AP) — Forty-seven 
years after the first "flying saucer” 
was reported, skeptics are still try¬ 
ing to shoot it down. 

Scientific debunkers of the para¬ 
normal gather today to swap down- 
to-earth explanations for 
everything firom astrology to alien 
abductions. 

"The paranormal is all the rage 
in America today. My view is that 
the key to much or most of this 
phenomenon is in the eye of the 
beholder, and what we're dealing 
with is the psychological distortion 
of so many people to accept these 
claims without adequate evi¬ 
dence,” said Paul Kurtz, of the 
Committee for the Scientific Inves¬ 
tigation of Claims of the Paranor¬ 
mal. 

The four-day conference is for 
people who encourage scientific 
investigation of paranormal. and 
firinge-science claims. Up to 750 
people were expected for the 
annual conference sponsored by 
the Buffalo, N.Y.-based group. 

The theme of the conference is 
"The Psychology of Belief.” Partici¬ 
pants say most people who believe 
in UFO encounters and other 
supernatural experiences need to 
believe for comfort. 

“The unknown is sometimes 
vaguely threatening, and simply 
having an explanation for it in 
some ways relieves that anxiety,” 
said Barry Beyerstein, psychology 
professor at Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity in Vancouver. 

The conference coincides with 
Friday’s 47th anniversary of pilot- 
businessman Kenneth Arnold’s 
report of mysterious disc-shaped 
objects flying over the Cascade 
mountains of Washington state. 
The 1947 sighting made headlines 
around the world and gave birth to 
the modern-day UFO movement. 









Allens on Lampus? 

The reality of local abductions reported by 

Kelvin Mason 



What's the total population of students, faculty, 
and employees 

of the University? Say around 20,000? According 
to a Roper Poll administered in the United States, 
there are approximately 400 people on campus 
who have been the victims of alien abduction. The 
poll suggests that 2% of the population in general, 
have had close encounters, and most have no rec¬ 
ollection of it. 

Walter Andrus, the International Director of 
the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) in Seguin, 
Texas is not surprised by the overwhelming re¬ 
sponse he gets to his organization's phone sup¬ 
port lines. He says that of the hundreds of calls 
he gets, only a fraction of a percentage are 
what he considers to be pranksters. Peo¬ 
ple abducted by aliens all seem to report 
certain similarities in the experience- 
if they remember anything at all. 

This makes it very easy for a 
trained specialist to identify 
someone who is making up 
stories. A study done by 
Carleton University's psy¬ 
chology department 
found that all the vic¬ 
tims that described 
the standard ab¬ 
duction experi¬ 
ence were of 
sound mind 
and genu¬ 
inely believed 
that the events of 
the abduction really 
did happen as they re¬ 
ported them. Similar studies 
show that mentally unbalanced in¬ 
dividuals almost never tell the stand¬ 
ard scenario or anything even approximat- i n g 
it. This suggests that aliens are interested in 


abducting only mentally healthy people. This seems 
to be the most intriguing piece of scientifically 
acquired evidence yet-however you want to inter¬ 
pret it. 

If campus is a little too close to home, then 
how about Flora? I spoke with Bonnie Wheeler 
who heads a UFO organization in Cambridge. 

Bonnie investigates, on average, 3 
local abduction cases per year. 
She also echoes what 
Walter Andrus says 
about hoaxes-she 
rarely sees a 
case with¬ 
out valid¬ 
ity. Bonnie 
related to me 
the details of a 
case of an Flora 
woman who, 
through relaxation 
therapy, recalled being 
abducted 3 times since she 
was a child. In the most 
recent abduction she was 
taken from her bed one night 
last year while she had friends 
staying with her. She was brought 
aboard a "scout ship" that provided 
transport to a larger mother ship. She 
was taken to a room inside the mother 
ship where three other people were being 
examined. She was then given an examina¬ 
tion herself. (See-they even do exams in space, 
it's not just a University thing) She was then lead 
through other rooms where she saw people watch¬ 
ing screens with pictures on them. She then had an 
experience that she cannot remember at all. (Possi¬ 
bly because it was severely traumatic) She was 
then brought back to her home where she found 
herself in bed next to her husband, who was asleep.

In front of her was one of the beings that had been 
responsible for her little away mission. Her hus¬ 
band would not wake while the being was there, no 
matter how hard she tried. The creature she saw in 
her bedroom is similar to ones other abductees see- 
thin human-like bodies standing about four feet 
tall with large heads. Their most remarkable fea¬ 
ture by far is their eyes. They are large, black, 
almond shaped and appear as if they belonged to a 
cat. The eyes are a dead give away; when you see 
them, you know an alien and not just your average 
anorexic from Chernobyl is staring down at you. 

Upon awakening the next morning, she thought 
the experience may have been a dream. However, 
the seven-year-old son of the friends who were 
staying with the family that night described the 
same being and said that it had visited his room 
that night also. True story. 

And aliens aren't just for geeks anymore! 

They're becoming mainstream North American 
culture. Many of us lapped up 15 or so episodes of 
the X-files on TV this season and are waiting for 
more. Starting at the end of June, another Fox 
Network show called Encounters will be gracing 
our boob tubes. Why all the alien hysteria? How 
can Whitley Stieber's book Communion become a 
number one best seller? How can the Toronto Star 
report that 69% of Canadians "believe that some 
UFOs are directed by an unknown intelligence"? 

How can such perfectly straight forward, sane 


people be tell¬ 
ing such bi¬ 
zarre stories? 
Probably be¬ 
cause it's the 
truth, but if 
you don't be¬ 
lieve that peo¬ 
ple are being 
taken from 
their beds at 
night and 
brought to 
strange un¬ 
earthly places, 
poked, prod¬ 
ded, exam¬ 
ined, and 
sometimes 
modified by 
strange beings 
with large eyes 
and frail bodies, then you probably haven't talked 
to one of the handful of alien abductees that study 
or work on our campus.

Of those re|X)rled sightings, 85 to 90 |ier cent 
can be explained by natural phenomena such as 
stars, planets and meteor showers. The rest have 
not be explained. 

Forty per cent of the inexplained sightings, he 
says, are reports from |)eople claim ing to have 
met or been abducted by aliens. 

“We know something is occurring to these peo¬ 
ple, but we don’t know what,’’ Theofanoussays. 

While MUFON receives six to 12 reiiorts of 
sightings in Southwestern Ontario every year, 
the office has recently received a disproportion¬ 
ate number of calls from Ihe area. 

Thetffanous lielieves this may be due to his re¬ 
cent appearance on a Windsor television show. 

He says publicity about MUFON always influ¬ 
ences the number of calls the office receives. 

STRANGE OBJECTS: Donnie Wheeler Is a 
self employed distributor of microwave popcorn 
in Cambridge*. Slui is also a UFO researtrher, who 
has bcHat invesligaiing sigh tings of strange air¬ 
borne objects over Southern Ontario since 1976. ' 

Wheeler, president of the Cambridge UFO Re¬ 
search Group, has never encountered an alien. 

But she receives al)uut three phone calls a year 
from people who think they have been face- to- 
face with extraterrestrial beings. 

“I would have to be very naive to not believe 
that there’s something going on." she says. 

One of the most t rustrating things for iieople 
who think they’ve seen a UFO or been abducted is 
the disl>clief they encounter from fi iends, family, 
the news media and Ihe general public. 

Despite |ieople's reluctance to step forward 
with UFO stories, a 1993 study by lute Carleton 
University pnife.ssor Nicholas Siwnos suggested 
that those who believe they have had a close en¬ 
counter with aliens are just as intelligent and 
psychologically healthy as others. 

Sonu!, like L^ondoiutr Kichanl Cote, turned to 
the television show Unsolved Mysteries for help. 

Tim Rogan, co-oi dinating producer of the show, 
says the program receives hundreds of calls a 
year from |)eople like Cote. 

Kogan says that while the show has been help¬ 
ful in solving many crimes and mysteries, it has 
fulled to come up with any clues about UFOs and 
alien abductions. 

UNEXPLAINED: “The unexplained stories In 
that categoi7 have remained unexplained,” said 
Kogan irom hisolYice in Burbank, Calif.,adding 
that Unsolved Mysteries will focus on Ihe issue In 
a special show next season. 

Dorothy l..t>wis , a Sarnia tehtphone salesperson 
and field researcher lor MUFON, says she has 
been investigating UFO reports across Southern 
Ontario since 1967. Ixfwis says there are several 
steps involved in reporting a Ub'O sighting or ab¬ 
duction.

The Na ional Research Coun¬ 
cil of Canada has been recording 
UFO sightings since 1947.

rrhe NRC holds reports on 
sightings for one year and then 
transfers them to the govern¬ 
ment archive division. 

CONnOENTIAL: An NRC 

spokesperson says privacy legis¬ 
lation requires that the names of 
■people who report the sightings 
be kept confidential, but all re¬ 
ports from 1966 to 1981 are open 
to the public because all confi¬ 
dential information has been re¬ 
moved. The files on reports be¬ 
yond 1981 are closed because 
confidential information has yet 
tc^e removed. 

'Some of those convinced of 
alien abduc ions believe govern¬ 
ment officials are actually hid¬ 
ing the truth about UFOs and ex¬ 
traterrestrials, cloaking it be¬ 
hind the veil of official confiden¬ 
tiality. 

Some have even suggested the 
government is reluctant to re¬ 
lease the information because it 
might incite panic. 

Second Lieutenant Mike 
Bellavy works in the public af¬ 
fairs division of NORAD’s Cana¬ 
dian region headquarters in 
North Bay. He says it’s true that 
not all aircraft in Canadian air¬ 
space can be identified, but 


unidentified craft are not as¬ 
sumed to be UFOs with aliens 
aboard. 

In most cases he says it may be 
a legi imate aircraft that could 
not be identified quickly enough, 
or drug smug^ers who are 
skilled in avoiding detection. 

While he total number of 
these “unknowns” is classified 
information—again, a sore 
point for those convinced of a 
government conspiracy — 
NORAD will say that 22 uniden¬ 
tified craft were charted in Cana¬ 
dian airspace in the last three 
months. 

“If we are ge ting other visi¬ 
tors from other areas. I’d love to 
talk to them,” chuckles Bella\^. 

.. But “as far as any government 
consp racy, I’m definitely out of 
the loop.” 

Psychologist Robert Baker 


says there is no conspiracy. 

Baker, a retired professor at 
the University of Kentucky, is a 
specialist in hypnosis and has 
done extensive research on the 
paranormal. 

NO EVIDENCE: “There is no 
scientific evidence to support 
these claims,” he says flatly. 

Baker, a member of the Scien¬ 
tific Committee for the Scientific 
Investigation of Claims of the 
Paranormal, says alien abduc¬ 
tions can be explained by a sleep 
disorder that is experienced by 
45 per cent of the population. 

“Practically all sleep special¬ 
ists recognize this,” he says. “All 
of the symptoms the abductees 
report are the same as the symp¬ 
toms of sleep paralysis.” 

Baker says psychologists who 
support abductees’ claims have

relied on hypnosis to gather in¬ 
formation from the abductees. 

“When you hypnotize someone 
and then talk to them you are 
turning on their imapnation.” 

Baker argues that improper 
use of hypnosis has “created all 
kinds of problems.” 

“Human memory doesn’t work 
like a computer or a tape recor¬ 
der and we fill in the gaps. It’s 
not a reliable guide to the truth.” 

Baker says media reports 
aboutabduction and popular cul¬ 
ture have created an entiron- 
ment in which more and more 
people become eager to report 
abductions. 

ATTENTION-DETTERS: The 

more attention it gets, the more 
people claim to have been ab¬ 
ducted.” 

He dismisses evidence like 
bruises, scratches and puncture 
marks, saying people can “simu¬ 
late these marks quite easily.” 

Many abductees claim to have 
been used in breeding experi¬ 
ments with aliens — a claim 
Baker dismisses as ridiculous. 

“We can’t even breed with 
chimpanzees, which are our 
closest relatives. How in heavens 
are we supposed to breed with 
aliens? 

“The stories these people tell 
reveal a terrible ignorance of sci¬ 
ence.” 

Baker says those claiming to 
have been abducted fall into two 
categories: those who truly be¬ 
lieve it but who really have had 
hypnagogic (sleep paralysis) ex¬ 
periences, and hoaxers who are 
popularizing an urban legend. 

“One hundred years ago we 
had literally hundreds of people 
going to seances and talking to 
the dead, and times haven’t 
changed.” 

He says we have replaced tra¬ 
ditional myths of dragons, elves 
and fairies with a more modem 
version involving aliens from 


other planets. 

As for UFO sightings, Baker 
says people aren’t using common 
sense. He says there are three 
possible explanations for objects 
in the sky: natural phenomena, 
military aircraft and vehicles 
being navigated by aliens. He 
says any sensible person would 
rule out the third option. 

“This whole thing is one gigan¬ 
tic hoax. Ifs pulling the wool 
over people’s eyes,” he says. “Ex¬ 
traordinary claims demand ex¬ 
traordinary proof, and we don't 
have that.” 

Har\’ard professor and 
Pulitzer Prize-winning psychia¬ 
trist John Mack stands in dia¬ 
metric opposition to Baker. His 
new’ book, Abduction: Human 
Encounters With Aliens, sug¬ 
gests abduction claims are true. 

“I have come to see that the ab¬ 
duction phenomenon has impor¬ 
tant philosophical, spiritual and 
social implications,” says Mack. 

He believes the number of peo¬ 
ple who havee>:perienced alien 
abduction may be nearly three 
million. 

“I really knew when I first 
talked with [people claiming to 
have been abducted] that this 
was something I could not ex¬ 
plain psychiatrically. 

“They don’t want to believe! 

It's the last thing they want to be 
told. They want to be told that 
this is a dream,” Mack told the 
New York Times Magazine in a 
March 20 article. 

TIRED DF DDUBTERS: 

UFO investigator Dorothy 
Lewis from Sarnia says she gets 
tired of listening to people who 
tell her that UFOs and aliens 
don't exist. 

“The fact that there are skep¬ 
tics doesn’t mean they’re right," 
she says. 

For those who remain skepti¬ 
cal. Lewis says UFO and alien 
encounters usually happen when 


people least exT)ect it — at night 
when they’re alone. 

“If you happen to be driving 
down a lonely road and it’s late 3' 
at night, you may have a close 
encounter,” she says. -

HBO Plans New Film on

WASHINGTON - Where 
television's "Unsolved Myster¬ 
ies" has tried and failed, the Gen¬ 
eral .Accounting Office is unafraid 
to venture. 

At the request of Rep. Steven 
Schiff. R-N.M., Congress* investi¬ 
gative branch has begun a study to 
determine whether the govern¬ 
ment covered up a story alleging 
that the bodies of alien space 
voyagers were removed from a 
crashed flying saucer found near 
Roswell. N.M.. in 1947. 

After the purported crash of 
the spacecraft, the bodies of the 
extraterrestrial visitors were said 
by a local undertaker and other 
conspiracy theorists to have been 
autopsied and then secretly flown 
to an Air Force base in Ohio. 

The "Roswell Incident" has 
been repeatedly dismissed by the 
Defense Department as nothing 
more than UFO fantasizing trig¬ 
gered by the discovery of a 
downed weather balloon. 

In 1989. NBC’s "Un.solved 
Mysteries" investigated the con- 
troxersy. which the program’s 
host. Robert Stack, concluded re¬ 
mained unsolved. 

But now the GAO has begun 
searching for documents to prove 
allegations that the Air Force sup¬ 
pressed information sought by Schiff, 
a member of the House Government 
Operations Committee, which over¬ 
sees the GAO. 

GAO spokeswoman Laura A. Ko- 
pelson said. "As far as I know only 
one investigator had been assigned” 
to the case so far. and that not enough 
work had been done to reoori anv 
results back to Schiff. 

She said there was no way to 
estimate how much the investigation 
would cost, and that the GAO does 
not release such information anyway. 

The GAO conducted 1,380 inquir¬ 
ies into government operations in 
1992. Its budget has risen from $46.9 
million in 1965 to $490 million last 
year. The agency has been criticized, 
especially by Republicans, as the "lap 
dog of the requesters," producing 
reports that tend to support what¬ 
ever conclusion the requesting mem¬ 
ber of Congress suggests. 

Schiff said that at a routine meet¬ 
ing he had with GAO Controller 
General Charles A. Bowsher in Octo¬ 
ber. he had merely complained about 
the Defense Department’s lack of 
responsiveness but th.it a G.AO offi¬ 
cial said. "We’re willing to take a stab 
at it." 

Schiff said that last March, after 
receiving inquiries from "U1*0 be¬ 
lievers" and some Roswell residents 
who were in the military in 1947. he 
wrote to Defense Secretary Ixs 
Aspin asking for more information. 

Schiff said that after he calleil 
Aspin to request a Defense Depart¬ 
ment briefing on the Roswell inci¬ 
dent, he received a call from an Air 
Force officer whobrusquelytold him 
the docviments had been turned over 
to the National Archives. 

Schiff said Archives officials told 
him they did not have the records on 
Roswell. 


Roswell Crash 

New Witnesses to Alien Bodies Emerge 

by Michael Norris 


H BO is presently in the 
casting stage for a new 
movie that will appear on 
the cable station sometime by the 
end of this year. The movie will be 
a dramatization of UFO Crash at 
Roswell^ a 1991 book written by 
Kevin Randle and Donald Schmitt. 
The film's release will occur 
simultaneously with that of a new 
book by the two authors, which 
promises to rewrite what happened 
on an extraordinary day in July 
1947 near Roswell, New Mexico. 

After learning of HBO's plans, 
I called Don Schmitt for the inside 
info and the latest on their con¬ 
tinuing investigation into the most 
important event of our century—the 
crash of a craft from another world 
and the recovery of alien bodies. 
Before I cover my discussion and 
interview with Schmitt, I would 
like to briefly discuss the history 
of UFO crashes. 

UFO Crash Reports 

The first stories about flying 
saucer crashes unfortunately were 
hoaxes. The Nebraska Nugget, in 
1884, wrote about a blazing object 
that plunged to the Earth spreading 
"fragments of cogwheels and other 
pieces of machinery . . . and 
glowing with heat so intense as to 
scorch the grass for a long distance 
around each fragment and make it 
impossible for one to approach it." 

The crash was reportedly 
witnessed by a few Dundy County 
cowboys, and the object was 


supposedly so bright that it blinded 
one of the witnesses. Well, it was 
later learned that the incident was a 
fanciful hoax, which made interest¬ 
ing reading for the Nuggefs readers, 
and perhaps sold a few extra papers 
as well. 

More Hoaxes 

Frank Scully, author of the 1950 
book Behind the Flying Saucers, 
wrote about crashes of Venusian 
spacecraft in New Mexico and 
Arizona. Two years later, it was 
learned that Scully's informants 
were nothing more than professional 
con artists. These and other spoofs 
left a bad taste in the mouth of 
principal UFO organizations of that 
time, such as the National Investi¬ 
gations Committee on Aerial Phe¬ 
nomenon (NICAP), the Aerial 
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Phenomena Research Organization 
(APRO), and the Civilian Saucer 
Intelligence. These organizations 
dismissed most of the crashed 
saucer stories, desiring not to be 
embarrassed victims of hoaxers. 

The early UFO organizations felt 
the U.S. Government was covering 
up information about UFOs, but 
they never felt the government had 
actually recovered any of them. 
Perhaps if their attitudes were 
different, ufologists would have 
suspected sooner that our govern¬ 
ment possibly had at least one UFO 
in its possession. 

Fictitious Claims? 

Rumors began surfacing in early 
ufology that Wright-Pat ter son 
A.F.B., Ohio, was where flying 
saucer remains and gray-skinned 
humanoid beings were being studied 
by scientists. The whole matter was 
rumored to be highly classified 
because of fears of public panic, and 
to keep the Soviets from realizing 
that the U.S. had access to alien 
technology. 

Again, these were only rumors, 
almost impossible to verify, and 
serious ufologists continued to 
dismiss them. 

The Roswell Case 

It was veteran ufologist Leonard 
Stringfield, one of the world's 
present day experts on UFO 
crash/retrievals, who, in 1978, 
began to push for the investigation 
of UFO crash stories. It was also in 
1978 that Stanton Friedman, author 
of Crash at Corona, and William 
Moore, author of The Roswell 
Incident, got together to discuss an 
event that took place in early July 
1947. 

On July 8, 1947, the Roswell 
Daily Record^ a small paper in 
Roswell, New Mexico, printed a 
story headlined, "RAAF Captures 


Flying Saucer On Ranch in 
Roswell Region.” The story broke 
like wild fire. Calls flooded into 
the area from around the world. 
However, the next day, the same 
paper ran a story announcing that 
officials from Roswell Army Air 
Field were mistaken; the debris 
recovered from a desert ranch was 
nothing more than a crashed 
weather balloon. After being 
shown debris from a weather 
balloon rather than from the actual 
wreckage, the reporters were 
convinced, and so ended the story . 
.. at least for a while! 

Friedman and Moore decided 
to begin investigating the incident, 
and discovered enough evidence to 
strongly suggest that it was not a 
weather balloon but an actual 
extraterrestrial craft which crashed 
on that day. The two also learned 
that the military organized a 
retrieval operation, reprimanded 
local officials for their press 
release, and created a cover-up 
story involving a weather balloon 
to kill interest. The plans for a 
cover-up originated from high 
ranking officials at the Pentagon. 

An illustration of the extent of 
cover-up can be seen in one story 
Friedman looked into. Linda 
Sleepy, a teletype operator at the 
KOAT radio station in Albu¬ 
querque, received a telephone call 
on July 7, 1947 from Johnny 
McBoyle, a reporter at sister 
station KSWS in Roswell. KSWS 
had no teletype of their own, so 
they used KOATs whenever they 
wanted something to get out. 

McBoyle excitedly told Sleepy

that a genuine flying saucer crashed 
near Roswell, and that the Army 
was presently picking it up. He 
claimed that he had seen the object 
himself, and described it as looking 
like a "big crumbled dishpan." 
McBoyle also said that the Army 
personnel were talking about "little 
men" that were found with the craft. 
McBoyle asked Sleepy to begin 
putting the story immediately on the 
teletype. 

As McBoyle began dictating the 
story. Sleepy typed. A few sentences 
later, the teletype stopped. Thinking 
there was a mechanical problem. 
Sleepy explained to McBoyle what 
happened. However, McBoyle was 
distracted and Sleepy could hear 
him talking to someone else. In a 
strained voice McBoyle said, "Wait 
a minute. I'll get back to you." 
Immediately the teletype began 
again, this time it said: 
"ATTENTION ALBUQUERQUE: 
DO NOT TRANSMIT. REPEAT 
DO NOT TRANSMIT THIS MES¬ 
SAGE. STOP COMMUNICATION 
IMMEDIATELY." 

Now amazed. Sleepy told 
McBoyle what she was reading. 
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McBoyle answered by saying she 
could forget everything he told her; 
she wasn’t supposed to know what 
he had said. Later, when Friedman 
asked McBoyle about the incident, 
McBoyle was quoted as saying, 
"Forget about it ... It never hap¬ 
pened.” 

Eventually, Friedman and Moore 
gathered about 100 informants 
involved with the case, and they 
pieced together a fascinating tale. 
Each man later co-wrote his own 
book about the investigations. 

In 1988, the J. Allen Hynek 
Center for UFO Studies (CUFOS) 
decided to conduct its own separate 
investigation into the Roswell 
incident, spearheaded by Kevin 
Randle and Don Schmitt. Randle is 
a former Air Force intelligence 
officer, and Schmitt is the Director 
of Special Investigations for CU¬ 
FOS. They were. able to turn up 


more informants than had previous 
investigations, and disagreed with 
some of the information from the 
Friedman/Moore research. Their 
results were later published in a 
book, the basis for the upcoming 
HBO movie. 

Information From The Case 

Despite some differences, all 
investigating parties agree that a 
craft not of this world crashed, there 
was a military retrieval of debris 
(followed by a cover-up story), and 
alien bodies were discovered. With 
all this in mind, we can briefly 
summarize the Roswell case as 
follows: 

On the evening of July 2, 1947, 
Mac Brazel and others heard a loud 
explosion near his home northwest 


of Roswell, New Mexico. 

On the following day, Brazel 
discovered a large amount of 
debris in a remote pasture. The 
debris was scattered over a 3/4 
mile area, and there was a gouge 
in the ground 200 to 300 feet wide 
and some 500 feet long. There 
appeared to be some sort of metal 
scattered about the crash site. It 
was very lightweight like balsa 
wood, but was much stronger. The 
metal was as thin as foil, but 
couldn’t be cut or dented. There 
were also some I-beam shaped 
pieces with purplish geometric 
symbols on them. The language 
was unidentifiable to the 
witnesses. Brazel found one large 
circular piece of debris and stored 
it in his shed. 

On July 6, Brazel drove to 
Roswell and reported his discovery 
to Sheriff Wilcox, who in turn 


notified the Roswell Army Air 
Field. Officials from the Roswell 
base examined the crash debris at 
the site, along with the piece in 
Brazel's shed. 

On July 8, Roswell Base 
Commander Col. William H. 
Blanchard, dictated a press release 
to Public Information Officer 
Walter Haut that a flying disk had 
been recovered. Meanwhile, 
military officials began flying out 
the debris, and guards were posted 
on the access roads to the debris 
field to turn away visitors. That 
same day the Roswell Daily 
Record printed the "RAAF Cap¬ 
tures Flying Saucer” story. The 
military at that point was flying 
over and searching the area. At 
some time during these early 
events, the military discovered 


four alien bodies, for later that 
evening, a Sgt. Melvin Brown 
looked under a tarp on the back of a 
truck at the impact site and saw 
several alien-looking bodies. Also 
that evening, local mortician Glenn 
Dennis received several calls from 
the base about preserving tissue, and 
was asked about the smallest caskets 
that he had. 

Dennis was told that there were 
three mortalities—two of which had 
badly mangled bodies, but the other 
was in good condition. Records 
show that there were no deaths at 
the Roswell Army Air Field during 
that time, and there were none at the 
base hospital either. 

After the inquiries from military 
officials, Dennis drove to the base 
hospital out of curiosity, but was 
warned by a nurse friend of endan¬ 
gering himself by being present. 

”My God, you are going to get 
yourself killed,” the nurse told him. 

He was then abruptly forced to 
leave by two military police, who 
grabbed him, lifted him off his feet, 
and carried him outside. Later, the 
nurse told Dennis privately why he 
was so rudely treated. The military, 
she told him, had recovered from 
the desert the remains of bodies that 
were not human! 

Through their investigations, 
Randle and Schmitt have learned 
what these creatures looked like. 
The bodies were non-human, and 
were smaller than adults in size. 
They weighed about 40 lbs. and 
were about 31/2 to 4 feet tall. The 
hands had four fingers with no 
apparent thumb. Heads were very 
large in proportion to the bodies—

larger than human's~and were bald. 
Their eyes were large with a con¬ 
cave shape. In fact, the nose, ears 
and eyes were all slightly concave. 
They had a slit for a mouth, an 
indistinct nose, and small openings 
on the side of their heads for ears. 
The bodies were pinkish gray in 
color, and overall, the skull and 
bones were very fragile. 

An interesting feature of the 
bodies were the arms. The bones 
from the shoulder to the elbows 
were shorter than the bones from the 
elbow to the wrist. Allegedly, the 
bodies were frozen and flown to 
Wright Field, which is today 
Wright-Patterson AFB. 

This case, along with the 
tremendous amount of witness 
testimony surrounding it, surely 
represents one of the most important 
events in man's history. If all is 
disclosed (the craft and the bodies) 
by our government, it would repre¬ 
sent solid evidence for the existence 
of other life in our universe. 

It would curb the narrow-minded 
thinking amdng the NASA SETI 
folks that life is everywhere in the 
universe but just never comes here. 
It would also humble humanity. No 


longer would we view ourselves as 
the highest forms of life in the 
universe. And, it would create a 
domino effect, revealing that the 
government has orchestrated large- 
scale cover-up programs on this 
subject, and perhaps countless 
others. 

We may be able to learn more 
about our past, our future, and 
possibly our links and relationships 
to extraterrestrial lifeforms, when 
we fiilly know the truth. Many 
questions researchers have asked 
may be answered by those who we 
elected to rule over us, but who 
have lied and denied us the truth. 

So this case represents a lot. 
And although for over 45 years the 
cover-up has been successful, it 
may not last, for the efforts of 
researchers such as the one we will 
introduce next are making a 
difference, and may turn things 
around for us all.

Interview with Don Schmitt 

After learning that HBO was 
going to do a movie based on the 
book UFO Crash At Roswell, I was 
elated about the idea. I immediately 
contacted Don Schmitt to find out 
more, and he had quite a lot to say. 

Schmitt told me that HBO first 
approached him and Randle with the 
idea for a movie before their book 
was ever released. The co-producer 
for the project wanted to write his 
own script based solely on their 
information. The movie will be a 
dramatization of the Roswell event, 
based 100% on their book. Schmitt 
and Randle will be working as 
technical consultants for the film. 
Location for the shoot will be 
somewhere in the Southwest with 
the exact location still undeter¬ 
mined. HBO is striving to release 
the movie by the end of this year. At 
the moment, no filming has been 
done—they are "still in the process 
of casting." Schmitt was asked not 
to release any info on characters. 

I asked Schmitt if the movie will 
portray any actual ufologists. He 
told me that so far all scripts submit¬ 
ted have included Kevin and Ran¬ 
dle, played by actors. However, they 
asked to be taken out so as not to 
appear "too self-serving." HBO also 
offered Schmitt and Randle small 
appearances but they declined. 

I switched the conversation to 
the recent movie "Fire In The Sky," 
and the harsh criticism it received 
from ufologist for fictionalizing the 
abduction events (See U.E. Vol. 1 
#6). I asked Schmitt if he was 
worried that the HBO movie might 
suffer the same fate—criticism 
because the movie makers change 
the story to create mass appeal. 
Schmitt explained that they were 
very fortunate to have met numer¬ 
ous times with the co-producer, the 
director, and the writer for the 
movie to ensure that the story 
remained accurate. In going through 
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Roswell event, based 
100% on their book. 


the different drafts, Schmitt ex¬ 
plained that there was a great deal 
of effort to stick to the original 
story. 

The challenge was how to depict 
the events. Should they be described 
by retired military officers reminisc¬ 
ing about them, or should they be 
presented in a story set at the time 
of the incident? There were many 
different avenues to chose from, 
"but they always depicted the event 
itself almost entirely as we de¬ 
scribed it in our book,” Schmitt 
explained. What HBO had to create 
was the dialogue, and even for this 
they consulted experts. 

"What do you think about this 
line?" Schmitt said the producer 
would ask. "Would this person say 
this?" and so forth. "They kept very 
close contact with us,” Schmitt 
explained. 

As technical advisors, people are 
generally involved in the produc¬ 
tion, but are seldom allowed to have 
much input into the script, as have 
Randle and Schmitt. And to make 
sure everything is correct, HBO’s 
legal department has been heavily 
involved in verifying the testimony 
of Randle and Schmitt's key wit¬ 
nesses. 

I was curious to know what 
those involved with the production 
actually thought about the Roswell 
story. 

"What's great about the entire 
production," Schmitt explained, "is 
that everyone from the producer, to 
the director, to the screenwriter, is 
100% behind the Roswell case. . . . 
They really didn't know much about 
it until they read our book. Now 
they stand behind us.” 

To give me an example of the 


conunitment HBO has to the story, 
Schmitt read me a statement from 
Mr. Kopit, the screenwriter: 
"Randle and Schmitt's work is 
based on hard, extensive and 
rigorous journalism. UFO Crash 
At Roswell, a scrupulous 
examination of a purported 
government cover-up, is such a 
work. It makes a very serious 
charge. If proved true, and I really 
think it is true, what is being 
covered up is of major historical 
significance.” 

Latest Investigations And The 
New Book 

Schmitt told me during our 
discussion that their investigation 
has uncovered a staggering 600 
first-, second-, and third-hand 
witnesses to the events at Roswell. 
What is even more amazing is that 
they now have over a half-dozen 
living, first-hand witnesses to the 
alien bodies! And with their new 
book, "we will be including first¬ 
hand drawings-and certainly all 
first-hand testimony,” Schmitt 
said. "Based on first-hand testi¬ 
mony, we will be rewriting much 
of what people's overall concep¬ 
tion of what the Roswell case is. It 
isn't what most people have 
thought all these years. It won't be 
just an update. It is in fact a 
complete rewrite. I would say 
about 75% new information.” 

In Randle & Schmitt's first 
book, they were relying solely on 
second-hand witnesses to the alien 
bodies, such as "the Glenn Dennis 
story," Schmitt said, "even trying

to tie in the Barney Barnett story, 
which we have thoroughly dis¬ 
missed." That's not all they have 
dismissed from previous investi¬ 
gations. "As far as everything that 
we have been unable to uncover, the 
entire Plains of San Agustin story is 
nothing but a rumor," he said. 

Schmitt hopes that the simulta¬ 
neous releases of the movie and 
their book will motivate some of the 
remaining witnesses to come for¬ 
ward. Their previous book, which 
was released in paperback, brought

in hundreds of letters with leads and 
information. Their future work will 
be published in a hardback edition, a 
more climactic ending to their years 
of investigation. 

I asked Schmitt if he hoped to 
help initiate a congressional hearing 
on the Roswell events using the 
witnesses he and Randle have. He 
responded by saying that has been in 
the works for a couple of years, but 
because of the sensitive nature of 
the material, they were not ready to 
release all of their witnesses-not 
without more reassurance that the 
individuals won't be harassed into 
silence. 

"Has there been any evidence at 
all," I inquired, "of any effort by any 
agency, government or civilian, to 
stumble you in your investigations, 
or keep you from getting your 
information out to the public?" 

Schmitt answered, "Sadly, and 
as you mentioned earlier, Torme' 
[screenwriter for Fire In The .SAy] 
ran into the same situation. Most of 
the roadblocks, most of the distrac¬ 
tions, most of the harassment, if not 
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all, has come from the field 
[ufology] . . / everything from 
efforts to censor our book, letters to 
our publisher and threatened law 
suits." 

Schmitt commented that his only 
regret is that he didn’t begin investi¬ 
gating Roswell years before when 
many of the first-hand witnesses 
were still alive. He said that looking 
back on previous investigations, 
there was "a very half-hearted 
effort, very incompetent in many 
respects." 

"The Roswell investigation until 
Kevin and I started five years ago," 
Schmitt remarked, "was in limbo . . 
. nobody was doing anything ... it 
was all MJ12. And all of a sudden 
we start and it’s like, ’Oh my God, 
we have to stop these people ... we 
have to stop these guys.’ Again it 
raises some very serious questions. 
What are the priorities in this field? 
Is it the truth? Or, is it totally 
monetary—totally self serving? I 
mean, how do you claim priority on 
a historic event? There are over 200 
books on the Kennedy assassination, 
and they threaten to sue because we 
are doing our own independent 
investigation of Roswell.. .. I'm not 
going to name names here—people 
know who they are." 

Schmitt talked about another 
obstacle that, for the last 45 years, 
ufology has had to negotiate-the 
media. "I think once the media 
would start looking into this and 
asking the hard questions and 
pushing for the true nature of the 
phenomenon, we could really open 
some doors overnight." 

I asked Schmitt what other

difficulties he and Randle have 
experienced. "We’ve had some 
mild threats and have questioned 
whether or not our phone has been 
tapped," Schmitt said." Vehicles 
with government plates, for 
example, have pulled in front of 
itiy house and even in front of my 
driveway on a number of 
occasions. . . . They occasionally 
put out little test flags, to see how 
we respond. ’What will it take to 
shake these guys?’ . . . But we are 
encouraged by it; again, it must 
mean we are on to something." 

I asked Schmitt where he 
would like to see the case go from 
here. 

"There are still witnesses that 
we have been in hot pursuit (of) 
for the last five years—firsthand 
witnesses that we know were 
directly involved, not only with the 
debris and the craft itself," Schmitt 
said, "but certainly with the bod¬ 
ies. We’ve heard that there were 
hundreds of photographs taken. 
Certainly there had to have been a 
ton of documentation." 

I asked Schmitt what it would 
take for him to back away from the 
case. He said he has been asked 
this before, even by two generals. 

"Not by threat, not by harass¬ 
ment, not by intimidation and not 
by word," Schmitt responded. 
"They would have to show us— 
they would have to demonstrate to 
us that it would indeed be a threat 
to national security. Documenta¬ 
tion won’t do it; photographs won’t 
do it. In other words, we would 


have to see the genuine‘article, and 
then they would have to demon¬ 
strate why this is such a terrible 
secret. After all these years, why are 
we still unable to handle such an 
acknowledgment? 

"The point is if we can all 
concede that some event, some very 
extraordinary event took place down 
in Roswell and is still being covered 
up today, then the next question is, 
’what?’ 

"We have always been objective 
enough to go wherever the evidence 
leads us. And today, with over 600 
witnesses unanimously telling us 
this was extraterrestrial, we are 
pretty well left with that explana¬ 
tion." 

What Roswell has proven, 
Schmitt explained, is that no matter 
how old a case is, if there are 
witnesses still alive, there is great 
potential for significant discoveries. 
"There are files just sitting, begging 
to be reopened, because if a case is 
classified as unidentified, it is still 
an active case." 

Surely there is another case as 
significant as Roswell that has never 
been investigated. We just have to 
keep searching. But who knows 
what tomorrow may bring? Another 
UFO crash could happen anywhere. 
This time we just have to beat the 
government to it.

HBO Drops Roswell Movie, 
Shovftime Picks It Up 

by Michael Norris 

I n a previous issue of UFO 
ENCOUNTERS (Vol. 1 #8), 
we unveiled HBO's plans for 
a new movie about the alleged 
crash of a UFO near Roswell, New 
Mexico, in 1947, and the following 
military retrieval and cover-up of 
the event. The movie was to be 
based on UFO Crash At Roswell, a 
book written by Don Schmitt and 
Kevin Randle. Since our article on 
the upcoming film, HBO has 
dropped the project altogether. 

Don Schmitt explained to me in 
a telephone interview* that HBO 
ran into budget difficulties, and 
they felt the "topic was too contro¬ 
versial," so they planned to lean 
toward sensationalism with the 
story to protect themselves. 
Schmitt said he was unhappy 
with the actors HBO was consid¬ 
ering for the roles as well. All 
these factors combined resulted 
in a cancelled film. However, all 
was not lost. 

Showtime Grabs Opportunity 

After HBO dropped plans for 
sthe movie, everyone who was 
* involved with putting a film 
together, including Schmitt and 
Randle, the director, the execu¬ 
tive producer, and the screen¬ 
writer, moved over to Showtime 
Networks, Inc., which has just 
finished 29 days of shooting for 
the film titled, Roswell. 


I spoke with Paul Davids, 
Executive Producer for Roswell, 
who said they were currently in 
post-production with a release date 
scheduled for late July of this year 
to air on the cable channel 
Showtime. Davids, who has had a 
UFO sighting himself, says he 
spent nearly years working to 
put this project together, which 
included obtaining the rights to do 
a feature film based on Schmitt 
and Randle's research. 

"A lot of people worked on this 
movie because they have a really 
strong conviction that the truth 
about (the Roswell Incident) 
should come out," Davids states.

Schmitt admits the whole turn 
of events in getting the Roswell 
story in a film was a "blessing in 
disguise." With Showtime, he 
explained, "we were able to get the 
script that we preferred." 

Roswell will star Martin Sheen, 
Kyle MacLachlan, Kim Greist and 
Dwight Yoakam. MacLachlan (of 
Twin Peaks) plays Colonel Jesse 
Marcel, the intelligence officer 
from Roswell Army Air Force 
Base who investigated the crash. 
Greist is Marcel's wife Vy. 

Country singer Dwight 
Yoakam stars as Mac Brazel, the 
ranch hand who discovered the 
crash debris. Martin Sheen {Apoc¬ 
alypse Now) plays Townsend, who 
is said to be a "deep throat 
character" in the film. 

Director/Producer for Roswell 


is Jeremy Kagan, and Arthur Kopit 
wrote the final script. Steve John¬ 
son, creator of special effects seen 
in Ghostbusters, was hired to 
capture what the alien bodies 
should look like. 

The movie is set in two time 
periods. The first is in 1947, the 
time of the crash. The second is 30 
years later, at the time of the 
reunion. Roswell will not be seen 
on the big screen in the U.S., but 
will be seen in theatres overseas. 
Blockbuster Video, which along 
with Showtime belongs to 
VIACOM, will most likely have a 
video version of Roswell in their 
stores. Hopefully, the video will be 


available by Christmas. 

The new Roswell book by 
Schmitt and Randle that was talked 
about in an earlier issue should be 
released a few weeks after readers 
receive this issue.

The "Roswell Declaration" is part of a worldwide effort to end U.S. Government secrecy sur¬ 
rounding the 1947 Roswell incident. It contains an appeal to the Administration for an Executive 
Order to declassify any U.S. Government information regarding the existence of UFOs or extra¬ 
terrestrial intelligence. You can help by signing and returning a copy of the Declaration. 

The effort is being supported by three independent nonprofit organizations in the United States 
devoted to the serious study of the UFO phenomenon. The membership of the governing 
committees of these organizations consists of researchers, scientists, and Ph.D.s. The three 
organizations are the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON), 103 Oldtowne Road, Seguin, Texas 
78155; the Center for UFO Studies (CUFOS), 2457 W. Peterson Avenue, Chicago, Illinois 
60659; and the Fund for UFO Research (FUFOR), P.O. Box 277, Mt Ranier, Maryland 20712. 

UFO organizations throughout the world are involved in a drive to obtain signatures, especially 
from scientists and professionals, in support of the "Roswell Declaration." On a yet-to-be- 
determined day later this year, the news media in different countries around the world will be 
notified and furnished with material about the Roswell incident in an effort to bring international 
attention to the Roswell case. 

On that same day, in the United States, a copy of the "Roswell Declaration," along with a listing 
of the total number of signatories from each of the fifty states as well as from other countries, 
will be delivered to the offices of all members of Congress and to the White House. Also on that 
day, if finances permit, a copy of the "Roswell Declaration" will be placed in the first section of 
the national edition of a major U.S. newspaper as well as in other major newspapers around the 
world. 

Polls have shown that more than fifty percent of the people in the United States believe in the 
existence of UFOs and extraterrestrial intelligence. Unfortunately, that interest has never been 
galvanized into a large-scale grassroots movement. With the "Roswell Declaration," this may 
now become a reality. 

Since this will be primarily a word-of-mouth, grassroots effort, your help in making copies of the 
Declaration and distributing them to as many people as possible will be of great importance. The 
Declaration is being made available on computer bulletin boards throughout the world. A five- 
page position paper, "Time for the Truth About Roswell," from which the Declaration is derived, 
will also be made available. The position paper includes a detailed summary of the Roswell 
event, an analysis of the media and government treatment of it, and arguments for allowing the 
public to know the truth. 

The position paper and the Declaration were written by Kent Jeffrey of Fairfax, California. Mr. 
Jeffrey has researched the Roswell event extensively, worked with several of the leading investi¬ 
gators, and interviewed a number of the Roswell witnesses. He is an international airline pilot 
whose interest in the Roswell case stems in part from the fact that his father, a retired colonel and 
former air force pilot (and WWII fighter ace), at one time knew and worked with one of the key 
Roswell figures. General William Blanchard. 

Although it is felt by the organizers of this effort that there is a high degree of probability the 
U.S. Government is withholding information regarding the existence of extraterrestrial intel¬ 
ligence, the primary goal is to get the matter into the open so that the truth can be conclusively 
determined, one way or the other. It is hoped, therefore, that all individuals, no matter what their 
opinion on the subject, will support this effort.

ROSWELL DECLARATION 


Forty-seven years ago an incident occurred in the southwestern desert of the United States that could 
have significant implications for all mankind. It involved the recovery by the U.S. Military of material 
alleged to be of extraterrestrial origin. The event was announced by the U.S. Military on July 8, 1947, 
through a press release that was carried by newspapers throughout the country. It was subsequently 
denied by what is now believed to be a cover story claiming the material was nothing more than a 
weather balloon. It has remained veiled in government secrecy ever since. 

The press release announcing the unusual event was issued by the Commander of the 509th Bomb 
Group at Roswell Army Air Field, Colonel William Blanchard, who later went on to become a four- 
star general and Vice Chief of Staff of the United States Air Force. That the weather balloon story was 
a coverup has been confirmed by individuals directly involved, including the late General Thomas 
DuBose who took the telephone call from Washington, D.C., ordering the coverup. Numerous other 
credible military and civilian witnesses have testified that the original press release was correct and 
that the Roswell wreckage was of extraterrestrial origin. One such individual was Major Jesse Marcel, 
the Intelligence Officer of the 509th Bomb Group and one of the first military officers at the scene. 

On January 12, 1994, United States Congressman Steven Schiff of Albuquerque, New Mexico, an¬ 
nounced to the press that he had been stonewalled by the Defense Department when requesting infor¬ 
mation regarding the 1947 Roswell event on behalf of constituents and witnesses. Indicating that he 
was seeking further investigation into the matter, Congressman Schiff called the Defense Department’s 
lack of response "astounding" and concluded it was apparently "another government coverup." 

History has shown that unsubstantiated official assurances or denials by government are often mean¬ 
ingless. Nevertheless, there is a logical and straightforward way to ensure that the truth about Roswell 
will emerge: an Executive Order declassifying any information regarding the existence of UFOs or 
extraterrestrial intelligence. Because this is a unique issue of universal concern, such an action would 
be appropriate and warranted. To provide positive assurance for all potential witnesses, it would need 
to be clearly stated and written into law. Such a measure is essentially what presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter promised and then failed to deliver to the American people eighteen years ago in 1976. 

If, as is officially claimed, no information on Roswell, UFOs, or extraterrestrial intelligence is being 
withheld, an Executive Order declassifying it would be a mere formality, as there would be nothing to 
disclose. The Order would, however, have the positive effect of setting the record straight once and for 
all. Years of controversy and suspicion would be ended, both in the eyes of the United States’ own 
citizens and in the eyes of the world. 

If, on the other hand, the Roswell witnesses are telling the truth and information on extraterrestrial 
intelligence does exist, it is not something to which a privileged few in the United States Government 
should have exclusive rights. It is knowledge of profound importance to which all people throughout 
the world should have an inalienable right. Its release would unquestionably be universally acknowl¬ 
edged as an historic act of honesty and goodwill. 


I support the request, as outlined above, for an Executive Order declassifying any U.S. Government 
information regarding the existence of UFOs or extraterrestrial intelligence. Whether such informa¬ 
tion exists or whether it does not, I feel that the people of the world have a right to know the truth 
about this issue and that it is time to put an end to the controversy surrounding it.

TIME FOR THE TRUTH ABOUT ROSWELL 


Forty-seven years ago, an incident occurred in the southwestern desert of the United States that 
could have significant implications for all mankind. The incident was announced by the U.S. mili¬ 
tary, subsequently denied by the U.S. military, and has remained veiled in government secrecy ever 
since. Although it is in a category fraught with false claims and hoaxes, it is not a hoax or false 
claim, but rather a known event that is thoroughly documented. It is the objective here to summa¬ 
rize the details of that event, affirm the right of all people throughout the world to know the truth 
about what occurred, and propose a course of action that will allow that truth to emerge. 

The event took place during the first week of July 1947 and involved the recovery of wreckage 
by the military from a remote ranch northwest of Roswell, New Mexico. There is now considerable 
testimony from former members of the military known to have been involved, including two briga¬ 
dier generals, that the recovered material was not of terrestrial origin. Admittedly, such a claim 
taxes the limits of credibility for discerning and rational individuals. It also tends to evoke a re¬ 
sponse of immediate dismissal. The preponderance of evidence, however, indicates the event 
occurred. 

On January 12, 1994, United States Congressman Steven Schiff of Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
stated to the press that he had been stonewalled by the Defense Department when requesting infor¬ 
mation regarding the 1947 Roswell event on behalf of constituents and witnesses. Indicating he was 
seeking further investigation into the matter. Congressman Schiff called the Defense Department’s 
lack of response "astounding" and concluded it was apparently "another government coverup." 

Most people are not aware that there exists an event of this nature so well substantiated. In the 
next year public awareness of the Roswell incident should grow. A new hardcover book has been 
released, a television movie will premiere, and a serious documentary is forthcoming. Questions, 
controversy, and a general distrust of U.S. Government policy in this area are bound to increase. 

Detailed information on the recovery of the wreckage at Roswell and of related events is exten¬ 
sive. Some years ago investigators were able to obtain a copy of the 1947 Roswell Army Air Field 
yearbook. This enabled them to locate witnesses throughout the country. Newspaper accounts 
show that during late June and early July 1947, there was a wave of reports of "flying disks" 
(UFOs) throughout the United States and Canada. Many of those reports came from credible wit¬ 
nesses, including pilots and other trained observers. 

Sometime during the first week of July 1947, a local New Mexico rancher, Mac Brazel, while 
riding out in the morning to check his sheep after a night of intense thunderstorms, discovered a 
considerable amount of unusual debris. It had created a shallow gouge several hundred feet long 
and was scattered over a large area. Some of the debris had strange physical properties. After 
taking a few pieces to show his neighbors, Floyd and Loretta Proctor, Brazel drove into Roswell 
and contacted the sheriff, George Wilcox. Sheriff Wilcox notified authorities at Roswell Army Air 
Field and with the assistance of his deputies, proceeded to investigate the matter. Shortly after 
becoming involved, the military closed off the area for a number of days and retrieved the wreck¬ 
age. It was initially taken to Roswell Army Air Field and eventually flown by B-29 and C-54 air¬ 
craft to Wright Field in Dayton, Ohio. 

Roswell Army Air Field was the home of the 509th Bomb Group, which was an elite outfit — the 
only atomic group in the world. On the morning of July 8, 1947, Colonel William Blanchard, 
Commander of the 509th Bomb Group, issued a press release stating that the wreckage of a 
"crashed disk" (UFO) had been recovered. The press release was transmitted over the wire services 
in time to make headlines in over thirty U.S. afternoon newspajjers that same day. 

Within hours, a second press release was issued from the office of General Roger Ramey, 
Commander of the Eighth Air Force at Fort Worth Army Air Field in Texas, 400 miles from the 
crash site. It rescinded the first press release and, in effect, claimed that Colonel Blanchard and the 
officers of the 509th Bomb Group at Roswell had made an unbelievably foolish mistake and 
somehow incorrectly identified a weather balloon and its radar reflector as the wreckage of a 
"crashed disk." 

One of those two press releases had to be untrue. There is now solid testimony from numerous 
credible military and civilian witnesses who were directly involved, that the "crashed disk" press 
release issued by Colonel William Blanchard of the 509th Bomb Group from Roswell was true and 
that the subsequent "weather balloon" press release from Eighth Air Force Headquarters in Fort 
Worth, Texas, was a hastily contrived cover story. 
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Those who knew and worked with William Blanchard say he was a solid, no-nonsense, business¬ 
like individual, and not someone who would make a fool of himself and the Air Force by ordering a 
press release about something as out of the ordinary and dramatic as the event at Roswell without 
being certain he was correct. In other words, if Blanchard issued a press release saying there was a 
crashed disk, there was a crashed disk. Colonel William Blanchard would later go on to become a 
four-star general and Vice Chief of Staff of the United States Air Force. 

The first witness located by investigators who was willing to testify and allow his name to be 
used was retired Lieutenant Colonel Jesse Marcel, the intelligence officer of the 509th Bomb Group 
at Roswell. He was a highly competent individual and one of the first two military officers at the 
actual crash site. In a 1979 videotaped interview, Jesse Marcel stated, "...it was not a weather 
balloon, nor was it an airplane or a missile." As to the exotic properties of some of the material, he 
stated, "It would not burn... that stuff weighs nothing, it’s so thin, it isn’t any thicker than the tinfoil 
in a pack of cigarettes. So, I tried to bend the stuff. It wouldn’t bend. We even tried making a dent 
in it with a sixteen-pound sledge hammer. And there was still no dent in it." 

It is inconceivable that a man of Jesse Marcel’s qualifications and experience, the intelligence 
officer of the only atomic-bomb group in the world, would have mistaken any kind of conventional 
wreckage, much less the remains of a weather balloon and its radar reflector, for that of a craft or 
vehicle that in his words was "not of this earth." Even if he had initially made such a gross misiden- 
tification, he would certainly have been able to see his mistake later after it had been brought to his 
attention. When returning to the base, he stopped by his house with a few pieces of the unusual 
wreckage to show his wife and eleven-year-old son. One piece, a small section of I-beam, had 
strange hieroglyphic like symbols on its surface. His son. Dr. Jesse Marcel, Jr., now a practicing 
medical doctor and qualified National Guard helicopter pilot and flight surgeon, remembers the 
incident well. He has been able to produce detailed drawings of some of the symbols. During his 
career, Jesse Marcel Sr., went on to other important assignments, including the preparation of a 
report on the first Soviet nuclear detonation, which went directly to President Truman. 

The late General Thomas DuBose was a colonel and General Ramey’s chief of staff at Eighth 
Air Force Headquarters in Forth Worth, Texas, in 1947. Before his death in 1992, General DuBose 
testified that he himself had taken the telephone call from General Clements McMullen at Andrews 
Army Air Field in Washington, D.C., ordering the coverup. The instructions were for General 
Ramey to concoct a "cover story" to "get the press off our backs." 

Retired General Arthur E. Exon was stationed at Wright Field in Dayton, Ohio, as a lieutenant 
colonel in July of 1947 during the time the wreckage from Roswell was brought in. In a 1990 inter¬ 
view, General Exon said of the testing, "Everything from chemical analysis, stress tests, compres¬ 
sion tests, flexing. It was brought into our material evaluation labs. (Some of it) could be easily 
ripped or changed...there were other parts of it that were very thin but awfully strong and couldn’t 
be dented with heavy hammers...." Of the men that did the testing, he said, "...the overall consensus 
was that the pieces were from space." 

The testimony of Mr. Glenn Dennis leaves little doubt about the nature of what was recovered in 
1947. Glenn Dennis still lives in the Roswell, New Mexico, area and is a respected businessman, 
and member of the community. He is down-to-earth and straightforward. In 1947 Glenn Dennis 
was a young mortician working for the Ballard Funeral Home, which had a contract to provide 
mortuary and ambulance services for Roswell Army Air Field. 

Prior to learning about the recovery of the unusual wreckage at Roswell, he received several 
telephone calls one afternoon from the mortuary officer at the air field. He was asked about the 
availability of small, hermetically sealed caskets and questioned about how to preserve bodies that 
had been exposed to the elements for several days. There was concern about possibly altering the 
chemical composition of the tissue. 

Later that evening, as a result of unrelated events, he made a trip to the base hospital. Outside 
the back entrance he observed two military ambulances with open rear doors, from which large 
pieces of wreckage protruded, including one with a row of unusual symbols on its surface. Once 
inside, he encountered a young nurse whom he knew. At that same instant, he was noticed by mili¬ 
tary police, who physically threatened him and forcibly escorted him from the building. 

He met with the nurse the next day, and she explained what had been going on at the hospital. 
She was a very religious person and was upset to the point of being in a state of shock. She de¬ 
scribed how she had been called in to assist two doctors who were doing autopsies on several small 
nonhuman bodies. She described the terrible smell, how one body was in good shajje and the others 
mangled, and the differences between their anatomy and human anatomy. She also drew a diagram 
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on a napkin showing an outline of their features. That meeting was to be their last -- she was trans¬ 
ferred to England a few days later. 

The main part of the craft apparently came down some distance from the "debris field" at the 
Brazel ranch. Researchers were only recently able to confirm this second site because few people 
knew about it. According to witness testimony, this is also the site where the bodies were found. 
Most of the witnesses to this site have not, in fear of government reprisal, allowed their names to be 
used. A prestigious law firm has recently been retained to provide legal counsel to any such wit¬ 
nesses who might consider going public with their testimony. Attorneys from the firm have already 
met with several Roswell witnesses. 

In addition to Glenn Dennis, other witnesses were physically threatened or intimidated. Accord¬ 
ing to members of Sheriff Wilcox’s family, he was told by the military, in the presence of his wife, 
that he and his entire family would be killed if he ever spoke about what he had seen. The rancher 
who originally discovered the wreckage, Mac Brazel, was sequestered by the military for almost a 
week and sworn to secrecy. He never spoke about the incident again, even to his family. In the 
months following the incident, his son. Bill Brazel, found and collected a few "scraps" of material, 
which he kept in a cigar box. The material was eventually confiscated by the military. 

Despite the fact that there has been publicity about the Roswell case since 1980, no witness 
involved in the recovery has ever come forward to corroborate the "weather balloon" story or to 
provide some other explanation for the wreckage, such as a V2 Missile or experimental aircraft. 
(Both possibilities have been thoroughly checked out and eliminated.) If there had been a more 
mundane explanation for the unusual debris, it seems certain someone would have come forward 
with it by now. 

While it is possible that the Roswell witnesses, who live in diverse parts of the country, have 
been engaged in a perfectly orchestrated, long-term hoax with no clear motive, it is unlikely. It is 
true there are a few minor gaps and inconsistencies in some of the accounts, but that is to be expect¬ 
ed. There were many individuals involved and it has been a long period of time. Human memory is 
not perfect. For those familiar with the Roswell evidence, however, it would be hard to imagine a 
scenario in which the core event was not true. 

With Roswell so well documented, the question that arises is why the mainstream media has not 
pursued the story. Two factors stand out. The first is that of a negative mindset. There is a tenden¬ 
cy in human nature to resist anything that challenges our preconceived perceptions of reality. In 
most cases, such an attitude serves us well and manifests itself as a healthy skepticism. In other 
instances, it may result in a close-minded refusal by otherwise intelligent people to consider com¬ 
pelling evidence — especially when that evidence seems to defy common sense or prevailing scien¬ 
tific theory. Many past revelations of science, for example, have met such resistance -- a round 
earth, evolution, relativity, continental drift, quantum theory, an expanding universe — to name a 
few. 

The second and most damaging factor is ridicule. Unfortunately, UFOs have long been associat¬ 
ed with tabloid stories, hoaxes, and the "lunatic fringe." In addition, people tend to put UFOs in the 
same category as ghosts, mysticism, magic, and other forms of the occult or the supernatural. As a 
result, anything even remotely related to the area of UFOs is a difficult subject to broach without 
risking a loss of credibility. Consequently, members of the mainstream media rarely approach the 
subject, much less treat it with any degree of seriousness or depth. No one wants to make himself 
an easy target for cynicism or ridicule. 

Moreover, it is not necessary to resort to the supernatural to explain UFOs any more than it is 
necessary to resort to the supernatural to explain the Space Shuttle. UFOs could probably best be 
looked upon as an extrapolation of where our own technology might be thousands of years from 
now. A television. Jet aircraft, or nuclear bomb would have seemed magical or supernatural to a 
person from the Middle Ages. Similarly, by virtue of the fact that they apparently violate the laws 
of known physics, UFOs are perceived by us as an aberration of reality. They are, however, prob¬ 
ably quite explainable under laws of science we aren’t even close to discovering yet. 

Further exacerbating the credibility problem has been the extreme negative position taken by the 
U.S. Government. Almost everyone has heard pronouncements from government officials claiming 
there is no evidence to support the existence of UFOs or extraterrestrial intelligence. Ironically, no 
matter how high their rank or position, those touting this line may be uninformed, yet telling the 
truth as they know it. With the U.S. Government’s high degree of compartmentalization and need- 
to-know philosophy, chances are that few agencies or individuals would be briefed on or have 
access to such information. 
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Agencies in which something might be known, such as the CIA, have refused to cooperate with 
investigators. When seeking Roswell or UFO-related documents through the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act, researchers have been repeatedly stonewalled. Claims are made that documents don’t 
exist or can’t be released for national security reasons. The few documents that have been released 
have often been so blacked out that they are rendered meaningless. 

By way of contrast, in 1991 the Belgian Ministry of Defense released radar tapes from two 
Belgian Air Force F-16s that had been scrambled to pursue a UFO detected by four ground-based 
radar stations and seen by numerous citizens and by police. The tape was impressive — showing 
digital readouts of incredible altitude and speed changes made by the UFO. Under present govern¬ 
ment policy, it is hard to imagine such a scenario ever taking place in the United States. Perhaps the 
world’s greatest democracy could learn a few things about a free and open society from its small 
NATO ally. 

There was actually hope at one time that U.S. policy might change. It came when Jimmy Carter 
was elected President in 1976. In October 1969 while Governor of Georgia, Jimmy Carter had 
reported a UFO sighting . Later, in 1976 as a presidential candidate, he pledged: "If I become 
president. I’ll make every piece of information this country has about UFOs available to the public 
and the scientists." He then somewhat mystifyingly never said one more word about it publicly 
after taking office. If he found there was no information to release, why did he not announce it? 
Doing so would have been a natural and easy way to honor his commitment. 

Why the U.S. Government defiantly maintains there is nothing to the UFO phenomenon and why 
it would want to withhold evidence of extraterrestrial intelligence remain a matter of speculation. 
Three possible reasons have been suggested: fear of mass panic, perceived national security prob¬ 
lems, and concern about offending religious groups. Whether arguments in any of these areas have 
merit is questionable. Most would agree, however, that whatever reasons there may be for with¬ 
holding such information, they are far outweighed by those for releasing it. 

The classic argument for government withholding of information on extraterrestrial intelligence 
from the public is that it might cause a response similar to that of the famous 1938 Orson Welles 
War of the Worlds radio broadcast. (The program featured a simulated news broadcast announcing 
an attack by Martians on Grover’s Mill, New Jersey, which panicked a small number of listeners 
who had tuned in late.) The argument, however, is flawed and the comparison is invalid. It is not 
realistic to compare a simulated emergency news broadcast graphically describing a devastating, 
ongoing attack or invasion to a low-key, formal announcement confirming that other intelligent life 
exists in the universe and occasionally visits earth. 

Furthermore, we are nearly 35 years into the Space Age and at the brink of the 21st century. 
This is a generation that until recently lived for years under the threat of nuclear destruction and that 
now must deal with such threats as AIDS, rising rates of violent crime, international terrorism, etc. 
The possibility that the confirmation of extraterrestrial intelligence would cause mass panic in this 
day and age is so remote that it hardly merits mention. 

The arguments for maintaining secrecy based on national security are just as specious as those 
based on mass panic. Assuming the wreckage the military retrieved from Roswell was that of an 
extraterrestrial craft, it would be understandable that the U.S. Government would want to reverse- 
engineer the technology. It would be reasonable that the government would want to keep certain 
details of that technology secret. As with any technology with the potential for misuse, such precau¬ 
tion would be prudent and Justified. However, the very existence of such a craft would have pro¬ 
found implications. The mere knowledge by the public of that existence would not pose any kind of 
threat. Denying the public such knowledge would not be justified and would be an abuse of the 
power entrusted to those who oversee the country’s national security. 

When the Carter campaign pledge was not carried out, it was speculated that concern about 
offending certain religious groups was the reason. If true, it would represent a violation of the 
principle of separation of church and state. It would also be placing the interests of a small minority 
above those of the majority. 

Like the discoveries of Darwin and Copernicus, the Roswell evidence could have implications 
that challenge certain religious doctrines. Darwin’s theory that there could be fossil evidence link¬ 
ing modern man and other present-day higher primates to a common primate ancestor conflicted 
with the creationist view on the exalted position of man with respect to other forms of life. Like¬ 
wise, the Roswell evidence, which would imply the existence of a superior nonhuman intelligence, 
could be seen as equally threatening to the creationist viewpoint It could be interpreted as implying 
that on a scale comparing the evolutionary development of different advanced species throughout 
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the universe, human beings may not rate very high. Such a humbling realization might bother some 
people, but probably not most. 

Copernicus’ finding that the earth along with the other planets circled the sun contradicted the 
teachings of the time that the earth was the center of creation. That notion persists today in that 
many perceive the earth to be the center of intelligent life in the universe. The Roswell evidence 
could dispel such an ethnocentric view by confirming that the human race is just one single member 
in a large community of other intelligent races in the universe. Specific effects, if any, that such a 
revelation might have on society would be purely a matter of speculation. Generally, however, 
when knowledge replaces ignorance, the long-term result is positive. There is no reason to think 
that that would not be the case here. If nothing else, the knowledge that it is possible for a civiliza¬ 
tion to survive the growing pains of becoming technologically advanced, without completely de¬ 
stroying itself and its environment in the process, would in a sense provide a renewed hope for the 
future of man and his environment. 

Despite the media’s inattention to the matter, and contrary to what some in the U.S. Government 
would like people to think, Roswell is not a figment of someone’s imagination or the product of 
modem folklore. It involves real people and a real event. The man who issued the press release 
announcing that event. Colonel William Blanchard, was not someone prone to making mistakes, 
much less monumental blunders. He would go on to achieve the highest peacetime rank attainable 
in the U.S. military, four-star general. Credible witnesses, including retired generals, have testified 
that the original press release issued by Blanchard was correct and that the Roswell wreckage was 
of extraterrestrial origin. A United States Congressman was recently stonewalled by the Defense 
Department on the matter and has expressed his belief that there is a coverup. Yet the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment steadfastly maintains it has no evidence indicating extraterrestrial intelligence. Something 
does not ring true. There is a gross inconsistency here, and it involves an issue of great magnitude, 
an issue that should transcend domestic politics and that demands an explanation. It is time to lay 
the cards on the table so that this matter can be resolved, one way or the other. 

History has shown that unsubstantiated official assurances or denials by government are often 
meaningless. Nevertheless, there is a logical and straightforward way to ensure that the truth about 
Roswell will emerge: an Executive Order declassifying any information regarding the existence of 
UFOs or extraterrestrial intelligence. Because this is a unique issue of universal concern, such an 
action would be appropriate and warranted. It is essentially what presidential candidate Jimmy 
Carter promised and then failed to deliver to the American people eighteen years ago in 1976. 
Additionally, it would cost nothing, offend no one, and be applauded by all. 

To provide positive assurance for all potential witnesses, the Order would need to be clearly 
stated and written into law. Security-clearance violations can bring heavy fines and long prison sen¬ 
tences. In addition to the original witnesses from 1947, there are most certainly individuals in¬ 
volved with the Roswell material today who would be affected by such a declassification. Un¬ 
doubtedly, many of them, along with the original witnesses, would want to see this information 
shared with others -- be they friends, family, grandchildren, or all mankind. 

If, as is officially claimed, no information on Roswell, UFOs, or extraterrestrial intelligence is 
being withheld, a declassification order would be a mere formality, as there would be nothing for 
anyone to disclose. What legitimate concern could there be about declassifying "nonexistent" 
information? If, however, information is being withheld, there could be significant resistance to 
officially disclosing it. This resistance could range from contriving excuses as to why an Executive 
Order should not be issued, to ignoring the matter altogether. 

In the end, however, whether information is being suppressed or whether it is not, the effect of an 
Executive Order declassifying it would be positive. If nothing is being withheld, the result of such 
an Order would be to set the record straight once and for all. Years of controversy and suspicion 
would be ended, both in the eyes of the United States’ own citizens and in the eyes of the world. 

If, on the other hand, the Roswell witnesses are telling the truth and information on extraterres¬ 
trial intelligence does exist, it is not something to which a privileged few in the United States 
Government should have exclusive rights. It is knowledge of profound importance to which all 
people throughout the world should have an inalienable right. Its release would unquestionably be 
universally acknowledged as an historic act of honesty and goodwill.

The effort to end the secrecy surrounding Roswell is now underway on an international level. 
Information packets, which include the final versions of the "Roswell Declaration" and the posi¬ 
tion paper, "Time for the Truth About Roswell," will be mailed from Germany over the next few 
weeks to numerous organizations in at least 23 countries. Also included will be a letter support¬ 
ing the Declaration, signed by the Director of MUFON, Walt Andrus, the President of CUFOS, 
Mark Rodeghier, and the Chairman of FUFOR, Richard Hall. 

The "Roswell Declaration" has been published in the current issues of both the MUFON Journal 
and the lUR, and it will be mentioned in an upcoming issue of OMNI Magazine. Copies of the 
Declaration are being handed out at UFO conferences throughout the country. Michael Linde- 
mann, who strongly supports this effort, has promoted the "Roswell Declaration" on at least one 
national radio talk show. Signed Declarations have already started to arrive in significant 
numbers at the offices of MUFON and CUFOS. 

With the publicity from Congressman Schiff’s inquiries, the recent broadcast by 48 Hours, the 
new book by Don Schmitt and Kevin Randle, and the upcoming •S/iowri/ne movie paving the 
way, the Roswell effort could well succeed. With some of the principal Roswell witnesses still 
alive, a window of opportunity now exists for bringing this matter into the open during our life¬ 
time. 

The basic strategy behind the "Roswell Declaration" is to gather thousands of signed Declara¬ 
tions to be used later this year in a well-planned, well-orchestrated media event. The objective is 
to bring the matter, in a credible way, to the attention of members of Congress and, even more 
importantly, to members of the mainstream media. Genuine and serious interest by the main¬ 
stream media is the key to success, as only they can generate the large-scale public pressure 
necessary to bring about government action. 

If, as a result of Congressman Schiff’s activities, a full-scale Congressional investigation 
becomes a reality, the existence of large numbers of signed Declarations could help garner 
support for such an inquiry. Once the information from the Declarations is stored in the databas¬ 
es of MUFON and CUFOS, printouts of all signatories to the Declaration will be possible at any 
time — broken down by country, state. Congressional district, occupation, etc., if necessary.

Capt. Michael Cormier says there have 
been no military operations of any 
nature in the area that could account for 
the sightings that he was aware of.

VICTORIA (CP) — In the spring, 
a young man’s fancy turns to 
thoughts of — sea monsters?

Green, 18, said a twin-humped, 
snorting sea creature swam across 
Telegraph Bay, about 45 metres 
from the beach they were sitting

“At first I thought it may be a 
whale, or something.’’ but it was 
like nothing they’d ever seen 
before, declared Grant. 

The University of Victoria arts 
student said he and Green, a busi¬ 
ness student at Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity, were sitting on the beach 
in the sunshine not far from 
Grant’s home. 


Grant saw the creature first. 

“It wasn’t an otter or a seal,’’ 
said Green. 

It came up three times and 
snorted heavily, then dove below 
the surface for good, he said. 

They saw it for about 15 seconds 
and estimated the length at four to 
six metres. Grant said the round 
body was thicker than a large 
inner tube.

WINNIPEG (CP) — Nearly 500 
unidentified flying objects were 
reported in Canada last year but 
only 26 of them were unexplaine^ 
an organization that collects UFO 
data said Thursday. 

Among the unexplained cases 
was a black cigar-shaped object 
which hovered near witnesses in 
Ontario and a yellow triangular 
object seen by five people in 
Alberta, said Chris Rutkowski of 
Ufology Research in Manitoba.
